t,lie Berkshire hus the preference, us being 
by far the easiest to keep; aud they- will 
mature at mi early uge, making very lino 
pork. 
I can keep two pigs of this breed 


where only one can be kept of the- Po- 
land-Chum stock. Pigs should be allowed 


run with the sow for four or live weeks 


after farrowing ; then they should bo 
weaned,- giving them plenty of milk, and 
they will do fully as well as it' allowed to 
run with the sow for a longer period. 
As 


the pigs get older, it has been my custom 
to mix a little meal with their milk, thus 
keeping them improving all the while. 
April pigs thus fed oftii be made to dress 
;JO() pounds by Christmas, and ut u cost, 
at the present price of corn, not to exceed 
live cents per pound. Many n farmer 
makes a grand mistake in feeding his 
hogs on new corn in the fall. .It has been 
clearly demons! rated that one bushel of 
old she-leu eons, ground into meal, is 
worth ns much as four bushels of new 
corn fed in the ear. 


I cannot too strongly urge upon far- 


mers the profit of keeping a breeding 
sow and -raising their own' pigs.

weighed over 300 pounds— a clear profit 
of $15 over nndubove all cost of feeding.

The facts 


of the case, as nearly as can be learned, 
are these:—The Associated Prone has for 
some time past used the wires of the Mu- 
tual Union Company in transacting its 
"Washington business, and has also done 
business for tbe Mutual Union. TbeAVest- 
crn Union Company has thcreforenotitied 


t he Associated Press that unless this 
business; was withdrawn from the Mutual 
Union, it would be charged full commer- 
cial rates on all its regular business over 
the Western Union wires. 
This warning 


having been disregarded, Iho Associated 
Press ia said to have been formally noti- 
fied that horeafter it would have to pay 
regular rat en. This arrangement would 
nearly double the cost of using tbe West- 
ern Union wires to the Associated Press. 


In tho meantime the Mutual Union 


does not yet rim its wives to more than 
one-tenth of tbe points reached by tbe 
Western Union, and the Associated Press, 
and there is where a serious difficulty 
conies in. If the change is made the new 
company will doubtless extend its wires 
with all possible despatch. While coin- 
polled to use the old Hue and pay full 
rates despatches will ho sent in .skeleton 
and cipher as far ay possible to reduce 
expense.
